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Arrests pending 
in m Heft rim

Notified by Detroit Police of a possible 
fraud ring passing bogus money offers, Ro¬ 
mulus Pdice began an investigation that led 
them to a recent arrest. 

The suspects, after placing an order with 
a Texas company, paid die owner $9300 
with money orders. Upon payment the 
Texas company sent tires and wheels totaling 
that amount to Dawes Transport at 29225 
Airport Drive, Romulus. The order, consist¬ 
ing of very expensive wheel rims, some val¬ 
ued at $1,000, was to be received by the local 
Romulus business, and picked up by the sus¬ 
pects upon delivery. 

"The suspects had the same type of 
wheel and tire on their own personal auto¬ 
mobiles." said Sgl Jeff Keefer of the Romu¬ 
lus Police Department ’We believe they 
were selling them to personal acquaitances 
and businesses." 

Alerted to the possible theft ring, Romu¬ 
lus Pdice gained cooperation from Dawes 
Transport putting the local business under 
suneillance for he entire day when the ship¬ 
ment was received Dawes also supplied po¬ 
lice with all the paperwork available on the 
purchase. ’ They were innocent in the matter, 
completely unaware that the suspects had 
usedbogusmone>'onirs to pay for the ship¬ 
ment they cooperated fully even allowing us 
to sit in the business for the day waiting for 
the suspects to appear." said Keefer 

The suspect did arrive at Dawes Trans¬ 
port where he tried to complete the transac¬ 


tion by passing a bad check. At that time, 
Romulus police arrested a black male, age 
27, from Detroit and his girlfriend They 
were taken into custody, after which the girl¬ 
friend was released upon questioning. The 
man was held in jail overnight for further 
questioning. 

Two men at least are suspected in the ring 
which operates out of the city of Detroit 
They are also wanted for questioning in con¬ 
nection with the same type of activity in Pcxv 
tiac, Troy and Detroit Because of the multi 
jurisdictional situation, the case has been as¬ 
signed to the Downriver Auto Theft Team, 
of which Romulus Officer Terry Cox is a 
member. 

’The case has been assigned to us at this 
time," said Cox. "We will provide additional 
information when we have fully investigated 
the allegations and submit a warrant recom¬ 
mendation." 

Romulus Pdice also felt that due to the 
lack of manpower and hours needed to in¬ 
vestigate this type of fraud ring, the Auto 
Theft Team would be better suited to finish 
the investigation 

’Tt would be a very time consuming in¬ 
vestigation," said Keefer. "At this time we 
just don’t have the manpower to complete it, 
however we did make the arrest and take the 
suspect into custody, the Auto Theft Team 
will take over" 

The Downriver Auto Theft Team is a 
consortium of officers from vanous commu¬ 
nity police departments that concentrate so 
ley on auto related crimes. 


District Court t© 
screen all visitors

Reporters and visitors to the Wayne 
County Circuit Court have already been 
subjected to extended security measures, 
identity checks, and searches. It seems 
the long arm of 9-11 has now reached in¬ 
to the 34th District Court in Romulus. 

Beginning in July, the court will be¬ 
gin new processes in an effort to provide 
more security for the judges, staff and 
public. New technology will be used to 
screen visitors to the court at the entrance 
to the main lobby. X-ray machines and a 
magnetometer will be used to check 
each person as they enter the building. 

Just as when entering an airport secu¬ 
rity area before boarding a plane, visitors 
to the court could be searched, along 
with their personal belongings. Anyone 
having been found with items now being 
banned by security at the court, will ei¬ 
ther be asked to leave or to take the items 
to their car before entering. Some may 
not be allowed to enter the facilities at all. 

Items that will not be allowed, and 
some that may be confiscated will in¬ 
clude the following; cell phones, laptops, 
cameras, beepers, radios, aerosol sprays, 
knives, handcuffs and keys, glass, gang 


colors, pop bottle or containers that can 
hold liquids, or food, utensils, heavy 
chains items, belts or keys, knitting nee¬ 
dles, weapons, razor blades, tools, nail 
files, and various other implements. A 
complete list can be obtained from the 
court 

Media personnel may be able to 
check with court security if covering cas¬ 
es that may require photography or 
recording equipment. Special sections 
are set aside for reporters and other me¬ 
dia organizations. 

Closed circuit television monitors 
will record activity on a continual basis 
throughout the building, and in the indi¬ 
vidual courtrooms. These will be 
viewed by security staff. The Romulus 
Police Department will continue to be re¬ 
sponsible for the area outside of the court 
building, and will maintain their security 
measures as to that area 

AJ Hindman. District Court officer 
for 13 years, has been appointed by 
Judge Tina Brooks Green to lead the 
new security division, and implement all 
the security changes. 

The 34th District Court services the 
townships of Huron, Sumpter, and Van 
Buren, and the cities of Belleville and 
Romulus.

Sound Insulation has closed 20 
homes since Roberts' last visit in May. 
Their goal is to have all of the homes, 
including some contracted by First 
Choice, “closed”, meaning completed, 
at the end of July. 

A total of 112 home have been 
closed since mid-December, when 
Roberts became director of the pro¬ 
gram. 

One problem with the program, ac¬ 
cording to Roberts, is that residents are 
not responding to calls made by the 
quality inspectors to visit the home 
and make sure the job was done right. 

After 3 phone calls the programs 
inspectors (a company called Jones- 
Paine who is working out of down¬ 
town Romulus) will send a certified 
letter to residents asking them to up¬ 
date ownership information and fill a 
form that states whether or not they 
want an inspection done on their 
home. 


Of the 134 homes that had not re¬ 
ceived design visits in May, 34 have 
recently been designed and 100 will 
be visited starting in early July. With 
the visits, designers will talk to the 
homeowner and try to find out how 
old the home is and any heating and 
cooling issues that might interfere with 
the design. 

‘The visits take an hour and a half 
to two hours,” said Roberts. 

The program is currently seeking 
additional funding. “We’ve not had a 
grant for sound installation from this 
program since 1999. We’ve been 
working with the FAA to get funding 
turned back on for the program.” 

The Federal Aviation Administra¬ 
tion will be visiting the program in 
two weeks to determine if they will 
grant additional funds.

He has asked 
Garden City police to prosecute 
Patterson. 

Likewise, Patterson plans to sue 
Stewart for defamation. He said, “If 
I really hurt him, why didn’t he yell 


bloody 
murder, 
run back 
into the 
building, 
and tell 
the Re¬ 
publicans, ‘Look what Bruce Pat¬ 
terson did to me?”’ 

Both Patterson and Stewart are 
Republicans. They both are on the 
August 6 primary ballot. Rep. Pat¬ 
terson is the House majority leader, 
and is campaigning for Michigan’s 
7th Senate seat currently held by 
his buddy Loren Bennett, who is 
term-limited. Stewart is running for 
the house seat he gained in 2001. 
His district has been changed sig¬ 
nificantly, however, and those 
changes led by Patterson, are what 
some say have caused the bad 
blood between the two. 

On the House floor, last July, 
Stewart had to be restrained when 
he began yelling at Patterson dur¬ 
ing a debate over re-districting. 

These guys represent us in Lans¬ 
ing. Patterson has been represent¬ 
ing our area for many many years, 
first as county commissioner then 
as state representative. He really 
ought to know better. Ditto Stew¬ 
art. Elected last year, and repre¬ 
senting Plymouth and Plymouth 
Township, this character needs to 
buckle down and serve his con¬ 
stituents.

Making bad laws a bit better 


Two state representatives in 
Lansing, with the best of intentions, 
have introduced a bill (HB 6236) to 
amend the Michigan Consumer 
Protection Act. 

Under the current law, acts 
methods or practices by companies 
that are unfair, unconscionable, or 
deceptive are made illegal with cer¬ 
tain exceptions. It is in changing the 
exceptions that the Schauer-Wood- 
ward bill attempts to make im¬ 
provements. 

Current law would not apply to 
such acts, methods, or practices 
that are already illegal under other 
laws. The new bill would not change 
that. 

However, the current law ex¬ 
empts, “A transaction or conduct 
specifically authorized under laws 
administered by a regulatory board 
or officer acting under statutory au¬ 
thority.” The new bill would substi¬ 
tute the following: “(Any) method, 
act, or practice that is expressly per¬ 
mitted by a statute, rule or regula¬ 
tion of this state or the United 
States.” 

There are three problems with 
the original act and the act, as it 
would be amended. Both seem to 



outlaw company behavior that is 
unfair, unconscionable, or deceptive, 
unless that behavior is authorized 
by government (state or federal). 

There is nothing the state legisla¬ 
ture can do about bad federal laws 
other than to condemn them. But 
what about state laws that autho¬ 
rize such behavior, shouldn’t they be 
repealed rather than perpetuate an 
exemption for them? 

The next problem with the “law” 
is the definitions of unfair, uncon¬ 
scionable, and deceptive. There are 
none! As Shakespeare said about 
beauty, that would leave the defini¬ 
tions to the eye of the beholder, ei¬ 
ther the state executive or the 
courts. Thus any interpretation 
would be subjective (rather than ob¬ 
jective) and almost certainly contro¬ 
versial 

The third problem — and this is 
decades old and pervades most lev¬ 


els of government — is including 
“rules and regulations” established 
by the executive or the courts, with 
“statutes” (passed by the legislative 
branch) as having the force of “law.” 

Section I of Article 1 of the U.S. 
Constitution (the very first provi¬ 
sion) says, “All legislative Powers 
herein granted shall be vested in a 
Congress of the United States which 
shall consist of a Senate and House 
of Representatives.” 

The founding fathers clearly in¬ 
tended that the Congress, not the 
executive or the courts would make 
all laws. This is the separation of 
powers doctrine which is a vital 
part of the system of checks and 
balances in the Constitution. Yet 
Congress continually (unconstitu¬ 
tionally) delegates the power to 
make “laws” in the form of rules 
and regulations to the executive 
branch. The same could be said at 
the state level. 

Some of those state and federal 
rules and regulations must be unfair, 
unconscionable, or deceptive other¬ 
wise why would they be exempt?

CHANGES ARE MADE IN DETERMINATIONS OF BASE 
FLOOD ELEVATIONS FOR THE TOWNSHIP OF CAN- 
TON, WAYNE COUNTY, MICHIGAN, UNDER THE 
NATIONAL FLOOD INSURANCE PROGRAM 

On September 2, 1981, the Federal Emergency Management 
Agency identified Special Flood Hazard Areas (SFHAs) in the 
Township of Canton, Wayne County, Michigan, through issuance 
of a Flood Insurance Rate Map (FIRM). The Federal Insurance 
and Mitigation Administration has determined that modification, 
of the elevations, of the flood having a 1% chance of being 
Equaled or exceeded in any given year (base or 100-year flood) 
for certain locations in this community is appropriate. The modi¬ 
fied Base Flood Elevations (BFEs) revise the FIRM for the com¬ 
munity. 

The changes are being made pursuant to Section 206 of the Flood 
Disaster Protection Act of 1973 (Public Law 93-234) and are in 
accordance with the National Flood Insurance Act of 1968, as 
amended (Title XIII of the Housing and Urban Development Act 
of 1968, Public Law 90-448), 42 U.S.C. 4001-4128, and 44 CFR 
Part 65. 

A hydraulic analysis was performed to in corporate improved 
topography and the placement of fill and has resulted in a revised 
delineation of the regulatory floodway, a shift in SFHA, and lower 
BFEs for Fellows Creek. The table below indicates, existing and 
modified BFEs for selected locations along the affected lengths of 
the flooding source cited above.

Under the above-mentioned Acts of 1968 and 1973, the Federal 
Insurance and Mitigation Administration must develop criteria for 
floodplain management. For the community to participate in the 
National Flood Insurance Program (NFIP), the community must 
use the modified BFEs to administer the floodplain management 
measures of the NFIP. These modified BFEs will also be used to 
calculate the appropriate flood insurance premium rates for new 
buildings and their contents and for the second layer of insurance 
on existing buildings and contents. 

Upon the second publication of notice of these changes in this 
newspaper, any person has 90 days in which he or she can request, 
through the Chief Executive Officer of the community, that the 
Federal Insurance and Mitigation Administration reconsider the 
determination. Any request for reconsideration must be based on 
knowledge of changed conditions or new scientific or technical 
data. All interested parties are on notice that until the 90-day peri¬ 
od elapses, the Federal Insurance and Mitigation Administration’s 
determination to modify the BFEs may itself be changed.

In contrast, Trustee Elizabeth 
Potter, of Westland, said the millage 
provides opportunities for students 
to obtain college degrees and for 
laid-off workers to learn new job 
skills. 

The millage has caused several 
suburbs to pound their representa¬ 
tives with requests to withdraw 
from the district. Homeowners say 
that since their communities reject¬ 
ed the increase, they have been 
forced to pay additional taxes they 
did not approve. The tax is costing 
the owner of a $100,000 home an ex¬ 
tra $75 a year. 

Stempfle said the college deliber¬ 


ately placed the issue on the ballot 
during the Detroit mayoral race be¬ 
cause that race was generating 
huge voter interest, while interest in 
the suburbs was small due to lack of 
issues or candidates. 

“That is wrong,” she said. 

A suburban outcry caused Rep. 
William O’Neil, D-Allen Park, to pro¬ 
pose a bill allowing communities to 
withdraw from community college 
districts. However, the bill is stalled. 

“We had hoped that the bill 
would allow citizens to withdraw,” 
said Stempfle. “Since that has not 
happened, our only option is a bal¬ 
lot initiative.”

Van Buren kids will pay 25 cents 
more for some school lunches next 
year 

In a report presented to the school 
board last week, Mary Kay Le Bour- 
dai.^ the district’s food service super¬ 
visor, said that lunch prices for full 
meals need to be increased to bal¬ 
ance the food services’ budget. (A la 


carte lunch prices will stay the same.) 

Elementary school prices went up 
from $2 to $2.25; middle and high 
school prices from $2.25 to $2.50. 

Prices had stood for five years, 
with no increases passed on to the 
district, although food costs had con¬ 
tinued to rise. 

The department avoided the in¬ 
crease by using money left over from 
the previous year. But this year there 


was no carryover, according to Busi¬ 
ness Director Randy Hagg 

Le Bourdais said that rising costs 
in food, utilities, disposables, con¬ 
tracted services, and labor and bene¬ 
fits justifies the increase. 

“Over the past five years, ratified 
Van Buren Food Service Association 
wage contracts have resulted in a cu¬ 
mulative 13 percent increase,” she 
said. “Benefits increased nearly 17 


percent.” 

Families unable to afford the in¬ 
crease can apply for free lunches and 
or lunches at reduced prices, she said. 

Board members Martha Toth, 
Bob Binert, David Peer, Karl 
Gorham, and Ralph Nodwell voted in 
favor of the increase. Keith Johnson 
voted against. 

The increase takes effect in Sep¬ 
tember.

PUBLIC HEARING: Jahr moved, Budd seconded to open the public 
hearing to consider the establishment of a Special Assessment District for 
street lighting for Phase II of the Walden Woods Subdivision.

Supervisor King opened the public hearing stating this is the second of two 
public hearings and went to Director Kelley for an explanation. Director 
Kelley stated" this public hearing is to establish a Special Assessment 
District for street lighting for Phase II of the Walden Woods Subdivision, 
which is located on the northwest comer of the insection of Morton-Taylor 
and Tyler Roads. There are four phases of this project. Director Kelley con¬ 
tinued by stating the establishment of a Special Assessment District is to 
allow Detroit Edison to bill the Township for the overhead street lighting, 
the bill is then split among the benefited parties and added to their property 
tax bill. Detroit Edison establishes the total capital improvement cost for 
the project then subtracts from the total the anticipated use of electric bill 
for the first three years and the remaining balance is paid by the developer, 
the Windmill Group, as a down payment of the up front cost. The annual 
yearly cost at this time is approximately $35 for each home (subject to 
increase with electric rate increases). Lastly, Director Kelley stated the ben¬ 
efit of this program is the charge pays for most of the installation and ongo¬ 
ing maintenance such as replacing poles and bulbs for the duration of the 
special assessment district or for as long as Detroit Edison maintains this 
program. Trustee Hart inquired if any residents had made any comments. 
Director Kelley stated a resident who received the 300-foot notification 
was to be here tonight, however he did not know the specific concern of the 
resident. 

A resident inquired about the cost to the homeowners and if the price could 
go up. Director Kelley stated the cost is currently $35 a year and the cost 
could be affected by rate increases for electricity.

My players asked if they could 
purchase sweatshirts with John 
Glenn Baseball on the front and 
Shockers on the back. I asked “Why 
do you want Shockers on the back?” 
They told me they were going to 
“shock the world.” So, they took the 
term “Shockers” as a way of express¬ 
ing their high hopes and wanted it 
printed on their sweatshirts. 

On May 14, 2002, Joan Sedik 
(Glenn’s principal) raised concerns 
about the word “Shockers.” She 
heard the word had a sexual conno- 
tatioa I informed her that the word 
would be removed from the shirts 
and replaced with their own names. 
She told me that would be “great.” I 
felt the situation was settled. Howev¬ 
er later that evening Ms. Sedik called 
to inform me that you wanted a 
meeting 

As you probably recall we dis¬ 
cussed the sweatshirts. In this meet¬ 
ing you informed me that two female 
administrators complained about 
the sweatshirts. Later you told me 
the complaint came from a parent’s 
phone call. Ms. Sedik told me the 
complaint came from a female stu¬ 
dent. She told a colleague of mine the

Environmental Protection Agency (U.S. EPA) Region 5, hereby give notice of their intent to issue 
a joint hazardous waste storage and treatment facility operating license and permit, pursuant to 
Part 111, Hazardous Waste Management, of Michigan's Natural Resources and Environmental 
Protection Act. 1994 PA 451, as amended (Act 451) and the Federal Resource Conservation and 
Recovery Act (RCRA) to EQ Resource Recovery, Inc. (EQRRI). On June 17, 1993, MDEQ and 
U.S. EPA issued a hazardous waste operating license and permit to EQRRI. The state haz¬ 
ardous waste operating license expired on June 17, 1998 EQRRI submitted an application for 
renewal of their operating license in December 1997 and was allowed to continue operating 
under their existing license until a final decision is reached on the draft renewal license and fed¬ 
eral permit.

Storage of 
organic and inorganic, characteristic and listed hazardous wastes occurs in containers and tanks 
prior to treatment on-site or shipment off-site. If the license and federal permit is renewed, 
EQRRI will ctontinue storage and treatment operations. 

The MDEQ and U.S. EPA propose to issue the operating license and federal permit. The MDEQ 
and U.S. EPA believe they have conducted a thorough review of the application, and request 
public comment on the draft renewal license and federal permit. The public comment period on 
the draft documents will begin on July 11, 2002 and end on August 25, 2002. A public hearing 
is scheduled for August 15, 2002, from 7:00 p.m. to 10:00 p.m. at the Romulus City Hall 
located at 11111 Wayne Road in Romulus, Michigan.

Commenters at the 
public hearing should register by 7:30 p.m. and submit two written copies of their com¬ 
ments to the MDEQ at the hearing, if possible. The public hearing location is accessible to 
disabled persons.
